‘“‘Bossie”’ Francis Told by a Post- 
Dispatch Staff Correspond- 
ent at the Scene. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOLDEN, Mo., Aug 3#0.—At 1 o'clock to- 
day a posse of about 50 men left Holden 
for the wire bridge about four miles north. 
It was reported that John Hardin, an 
uncle of Francis, 
Holden Thursday and bought a lot of 
groceries. When he got to the bridge, 
which is about two miles from his home, 
and the coal mine into which the blood- 
hounds were sent Thursday afternoon, 
he is reported to have thrown off several 
packages of food for Francis. It had 
just rained and tracks were found in the 
mud near the bridge. It is claimed that 
the impression of Francis’ distorted right 
foot is among the tracks. The posse be- 
lieves that it is now on the track of 
the murderer. 


**Bossie”’

HOLDEN, Mo., Aug. 30.—For three days 
1000 men from two counties, with guns and 
bloodhounds, have been hunting for ‘'Bos- 
sie “Francis, the negro who attempted to 
outrage and then murdered Miss May Hen- 
derson, on the Hyatt farm, near Columbus, 
Johnson County. 

The search has so far proved fruitless, 
and this afternoon many of the hunters 
are returning to their homes. 

The feeling is gaining that Francis has 
escaped from this part of the state. 

In the searching parties were men gath- 
ered from the towns of Warrensburg, 
Odessa, Holden, Chapel Hill, Centerview, 
Hazel Hill, Pittsville, Elm, Columbus and 
Greendoor and the farming country about 
them. 

From 300 to 500 men will continue the 
search. 

This man hunt is one of the most re- 
markable spectacles ever witnessed in Mis- 
souri. Everyone has forsaken his ordinary 
pursuit and joined in the chase. There is 
no boasting, and no threats. 

The hunters are grim men bent on a 
terrible revenge if they find the guilty 
man, for there can be no doubt that Fran- 
cis, failing in his purpose to outrage Miss 


Henderson, murdered her. Every road in 
Columbus township hung heavy with the 
dust raised by the cavalcades of determined 
men. ys 
IDEAL HIDING PLACE. 

Columbus Township in Johnson County Is 
an ideal hiding place. Its topography is 
admirably adapted for the sequestration 
of a criminal. Its surface is made up of 
hills and hollows for the most part covered 
with a dense forest undergrowth. Along 
Blackwater creek and in the “dark cor- 
ners,”” so called on account of its negro 
population, are mines with chambers in 
which an armed man could hold an army 
at bay. | 

Through this undergrowth and in these 
mines men have crawled on their hands 
and knees searching for Francis, who has 
been known to most of them since his 
childhood. That he has escaped capture 
is remarkable, for it would seem that ev- 
ery foot of ground within miles of the 
scene of his crime has been searched, and 
every country road and every mile of rail- 
road has been carefully guarded and pa- 
trolled. The general opinion of the country 
people is that Francis has been hidden and 
is being succored by the negroes who live 
thereabouts. 

Francis was born in the vicinity and has 
many relatives living therein. His grand- 
father was Cato Francis, who was a drum- 
mer boy for Gen. Stonewall Jackson, and 
was respected by the whites and revered 
by the negroes of the county. Francis is 
intelligent and possessed of much cunning, 
and with no funds and nothing to eat has 
managed to either hide himself or work his 
way out of the country. There are rumors 
a-plenty. Every hour a new tip comes in 
as to his whereabouts and a posse is hur- 
ried off, generally to disappointment. Late 
Thursday night it was rumored in Holden 
that Francis had been seen hurrying to- 
ward Post Oak, five mileg south of here, at 
noon, while the men of Columbus township 
were scouring the woods in the vicinity of 
Hyatt’s farm with bloodhounds. A posse 
was sent toward Post Oak on his trail and 
had not returned late Thursday night. 

Opinion as to whether Francis has es- 
caped the country is divided, but the far- 
mers and citizens of Johnson County will 
not relinquish their search until he is found, 
and when he is captured he will be killed 
without mercy and probably on the scene 
of his crime 

Wednesday night four men, Joe and 
Charles Briscoe, cousins of Francis, and 
Emmett Davenport, all negroes, and Peter 
Lanners, a white mine worker, were ar- 
rested and sent to the county jail in War- 
rensburg, for attempting to aid Francis to 
escape, Feeling against the negroes is in- 
tense, and they were strung up until they 
were nearly dead. The sheriff took Lanners 
to jail to protect him from possible harm.

With a Trapeze Performer Named 
Mollett—Letter From Them at 
Bardwell, Ky. 


Emory Hitch of Peoria, Ill., leading hie 
two boys by their hands, searched in St. 
Louis and Belleville for his wife until his 
last penny had been spent. 

He came to a standstill in Belleville 
Thursday afternoon with nothing for him- 
self or the boys to eat, nowhere to sleep 


and no means of getting back home. 


He had been married ten years 
Laey 


in Peoria. 
to a pretty and vivacious woman. 
had two children,  bright.poys of 9 and 7. 

A month betore that Ollie Molieit, a dark, 
dashing sort of feliow, had arrived in the 
town, had made the acquaintance of Emory 
hitch, wno was a cierK In a Carpet score, 
and had been invited to the home of Hitch. 
Hie was working at a trade then, but he 
said that he hau been a trapeze performer. 
Mrs. Hitch became fascinated with him, 
but her husband suspected nothing. 

Six weeks ago, while her husband was 
at the store, sirs. Hitch kissed the boys 
go0od-by and told them to be good until 
she came pack. She ieft the house, Neitner 
= husband nor her children have seen her 
since. 

Ville Mollett disappeared the same day 
and has not been seen in Peoria since. 

Hitch did not biame his wire. He 
lieved she had fallen under some sort of 
unnatural influence. tie sought for her 
alugently. 

_At iast he learned from a friend in St. 
Louis that his wife and Mollett had been 
stopping at a boarding house kept by a 
Mrs. Johnson at Leffingwell avenue and 
Kugenia street. This friend had seen her 
ineve and sne hau toi nim tnat if she 
Should see her husband she would have to 
&0 back to him. 

Hitch conciuded that if she was to see 
him and the chiidren she would be certain 
to return to her deserted home. 

Sunday morning he dressed the boys as 
his wife had been wont to dress them on 
Sundays and came to St. Louis. He did not 
find his wife at the Eugenia street house. 
Mrs. Johnson had promised the couple that 
She would not “give them away,’’ but the 
sight of the motherless boys touched her 
heart and she told Hitch that Moiiett had 
gone to Bardwell, Ky., where he obtained a 
position, and had then sent for Mrs. Hitch, 
and she had gone there to rejoin him. 

She gave hitch a letter wnich she had 
received from Mrs. Hitch, announcing her 
arrival at Bardwell, and in which she said 
that “Ollie’’ had met her at the train. There 
was a& postscript from‘‘Ollie.’ Both asked 
her not to “give them away.” 

There was a possibility in the mind of 
Mrs. Johnson that they had carried out an 
expressed intention of getting an enguve- 
ment at Edgemont Park, near Belleville, 
a3 a trapeze team after Mrs. Hitch had 
joined Mollett at Bardwell. Still clinging 
to the hope of finding his wife and win- 
ing her back with the boys, Hitch went 
across the river and out to Edgemont Park 
at the bluffs. 

The couple never had been there, 

Hitch had been so intent in his search 
for his wife that he had not noticed that 
the $15 he had brought with him had 
dwindled away. He had only 15 cents left. 
Without knowing why, he took the car 
toward Belleville. He landed there with 
only a nickel in his pocket. ‘The boys 
were hungry. He bought them buns with 
the nickel. 

Hitch told his story to Chief of Tolice 
Heidinger and the chief went with him tv 
the telegraph office and paid for a tele- 
gram to Peoria for money, which did not 
come until Friday morning. A sympa- 
thetic listener to the tale of Hitch gave 
him money for shelter for himself and the 
boys over night. 

Mrs. Hitch is a daughter of James P. 
Johnson, president of the Peoria Coal Drill 
works. er father is wealthy and she was 
carefully reared.

Henry Norman, aged 19 years, shot his

Norman, who is a prisoner at the Fifth 
district police station, told the police at the 
time of hiS arresl, tnat nis slepiaiher hau 
been beating his raother and that he shot 
to save her life. 

George Norman, Henry’s younger broth- 
er, who witnessed the shooting, tells a 
similar story of it. 

Mrs. Mary Thompson, in whose defense 
the shooting occurred, accompanied her 
husband to the City Hospital. 

Thompson is employed in the American 
Car and Foundry works at Madison, lil. 
Norman works at the John Rohan & Son 
Boiler works. 

Thompson was married two years ugo to 
his present wife, who was then Mrs. Mary 
Norman. Her four children, of whom 
Henry is the eldest, have lived with them 
on the third floor of the house at 323 Cass 
avenue. 

George Norman says that tor several 
months his stepfather has been drinking 
and abusing his wife. 

“A week age,’ he said, ‘‘my brother made 
Thompson stop beating “my mother, and 
there has been trouble between them since.

The Roads From Laredo Are Next to 
Impassible—Galveston and Other 
Towns Come to Relief of the | 
Suffering.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 30.—J. N. Gal- 
braith, superintendent of the northern i di- 
vision of the Mexican National Ralliroad, 
and C. H. Yaeger, a business man of La- 
redo, say the conditions in Zapata County 
are pitiful. They have visited the county 
and have seer the suffering of the people. 
They say absolutely no green thing grew 
in the county this season and the cprn 
crop was short last summer. 
Atter scouring the city the Zapata County 
relief committee discovered that thére was 
not a carioafl of corn for saie in san An- 
tonio. A car was ordered from Kansas 
City, but the delay is likely to prove aisas- 
trous, as the situation in the famine strick- 
en county ts acute. 
The people are actually starving. There 
are many difficulties in the way. of relieving 
them besides the scarcity of corn. The 
county is 60 miles from the railroad, and 
ali supplies will have to be hauled over a 
sard road. requiring two days for the trip 
from Laredo. 
Other Texas citles are responding to the 
appeal for aid. Galveston, remembering) its 
own hour of need, has sent $300 for the pur- 
chase of supplies. The great difficulty is 
that the sudterints people will have to be 
supported after their first needs are satis- 
fied, until rain brings the means of sup- 
porting themselves. This is, of course, un- 
certain. 
The Texas Legislature has not yet shown 
signs of coming to the rescue, although it 
has been urged to extend aid.

A temporary injunction against book- 
making and poolselling under the alleged 
fraudulent licenses is asked and further 
that this injunction be made permanent 
upon the final hearing of the case and 
that the defendants be ordered to sur- 
render their licenses to the clerk of the 
court for cancellation. 

In the course of their arguments the 
attorneys for the defense declared that the 
suit for injunction, which is an equity pro- 
ceeding. was not the proper course for the 
plaintiff. 

If the license under which the defendants 
are making books and selling pools are 
fraudulent, they argued, then the defen- 
dants are operating in disobedience of the 
ae and can be proceeded against crimi- 
nally. 

It was further contended by them that 
the suit really was a combination of about 
twenty suits and. was faulty in this respect, 
Former Judge Priest said that each license 
was a contract between the state and the 
licensee and a separate suit should have 
been brought in the case of each. 

Judge Priest further charged that if there 
had been fraud anywhere in the granting 
of fhe licenses, it had been practiced by 
the state and not by the defendants.

THEY CAUSED MALARIA 


ITALIAN LABORERS BLAMED FOR 
AN EPIDEMIC. 


WERE DIGGING WATER WORKS. 


Analysis Shows No Other Cause for the 
Disease Than Their Presence in 
the Community. 


BOSTON, Aug. 30.—In the annual report 
of the state board of health, Secretary 8. 
W. Abbott says that during the past ten 
years every case of malaria investigated 
in Massachusetts has been traced to the 
presence in the neighborhood of Italian la- 


borers. 
Italy, it is well known, is cursed by 
malaria, says the report. In a previous 
report on the sanitary condition of the 
Sudbury and Concord rivers, made to the 
general court in May, the board stated 
Bipinly that there was noteng in the con- 
ition of the meadows near the rivers to 
generate malaria. But within the last 11 
years 191 cases have been reported in the 
distance of 10 miles along the river from 
Saxonville in a population of about 500. 
Few cases, the board says, Were reported 
below this a previous to 18% and not 
many until 1898, since which time it has 
prevailed in Concord and Bi.lerica. 

In both cases, the board says: 

“The evidence tends to show that it was 
introduced into these towns by the labor- 
ers engagéd in- digging up the streets when 
constructing the waterworks and gtd 
systems. Upon the completion of the wor 
in Billerica, the number of cases rapidly 
diminished, while in Concord the effect 
of the work continued through last year 
nd we must wait through another eason 
o learn whether it also diminishes here.”’
